Theatre Crowds Caught. . 


‘The storm caught not only the home- 
going afternoon theatre crowds in 


Manhattan, but also those who came 
to the evening performances. Times 
Square was the scene of the greatest 
traffic congestion during the evening 
theatre rush. Here it was the water 
splashing from puddles upon the mo- 
tors of private cars and taxicabs, which 
stalled them, and threw the theatre 
district into confusion, although the 
traffic policemen worked mightily to 
straighten out the tangles. 

The confusion and congestion in 
Times Square was matched only by 
that on and about Queensboro Bridge. 
Many motorists spent the time be- 
tween 7 and 9 o’clock last ‘night trying 
to cross the bridge, the wooden paving 
blocks of which became as slippery as 
ice under the persistent rain. The 
traffic jams extended far on either 
side, and here again traffic policemen 
labored valiantly with impatient driv- 
ers. 

On the Queensboro side of the bridge 
the plaza was filled with waiting cars 
which blocked the roadway as far as 
Northern Boulevard. On the Manhat- 
tan side the jam extended far down 
First Avenue. Ambulances from City 
Hospital found it impossible to get 
through the block—a most unusual 
occurrence, . 

At the offices of the Western Union, 
lightning was said to have troubled 
the wires over a wide area from New 
York to Washington. . Although ser- 
vice was continued as usual, messages 
were interrupted by the electrical dis- 
turbances and some had to be re- 
routed. 

More than 200,000 holiday visitors 
were marooned at Coney Island in the 
late afternoon when the storm broke. 
They fled to the subway lines only to 
find them blocked and when they 
sought buses and taxicabs these stalled 
and failed them likewise. Many of the 
visitors became angry when thoroughly 
drenched and walked to their homies. 

In Hoboken the rain flooded four im- 
portant traffic arteries. Soon after 
the storm, between 400 and 500 motor- 
ists who risked driving through the 
pools, three feet high in places, were 
marooned. The most serious flood oc- 
| curred on Hoboken Avenue and other

She Is “Satisfied. * 


In all-her public appearances during 
the day Miss Barrett spoke not a word 
of regret for her inability to complete 
the Channel crossing. Repeatedly she 
said she was proud of the achieve- 
ments of Gertrude Ederle and Mrs. 
Clemington-Corson in swimming ‘the 
Channel, but she was also ‘‘satisfied’’ 
with her own endurance record, of 
swimming forty miles and remaining 
twenty-one hours and forty-five min- 
utes in the chilly, fog-bound Channel! 
water. 

Five hundred friends and admirers 
were expecting Miss Barrett at the 
first-cabin gangway of the Leviathan 
when the liner docked yesterday morn- 
ing. . They included a delegation from 
the New Rochelle Rotary Club, pupils 
and teachers. from the James Monroe 
Junior High School in the Bronx, 
where Miss Barrett‘is swimming in- 
structress, and members of her family. 
Instead, however, Miss Barrett left the 
ship by the third-class gangway. She 
- had traveled home in the same modest 
way she had gone over, in: the third- 
class tourist cabin, with her nurse and 
companion, Miss Grace B. Leister of 
Baltimore. 

Some welcomers recognized her tall 
figure on the gangplank. Her round, 
kindly face lit up with a smile as they 
rushed over and surrounded her. She 
had lost 16 of her 205 pounds ir train- 
ing for the Channel grind and in the 
long swim across. She wore a brown 
tailored. sport suit, obviously neither 
new nor expensive, a khaki-colored 
blouse, a tan and brown‘ felt hat and 
a pair of broad tan oxfords, Over her 
arm she carried a dark brown velour 
coat. 

Greets Mother First. 


First she embraced her mother, Mrs. 
Nathan Barrett of Pelham Manor, a 
little woman in an old-fashioned black 
dress and hat. Then she greeted rela- 
tives and friends from school and 
talked modestly yet frankly of her 


Channel experiences. Again and again 
she said she was grateful for all the 
kindness and consideration she had re- 
ceived since she arrived in England, 
unheralded and without financial back- 
in 

* made up my mfnd last Septem- 
ber,’’ she explained, “‘that I was go- 
ing to swim the Channel, and I was 
not going to let anything change my 
purpose. When I could get no sup- 
port in New York I decided to form 
a stock company and borrowed $100 
from twenty friends. That is how I 
got the $2,000 to go over.”’ 

She smiled as she told of the in- 
credulity.of her friends when she said 
she was going to England with such 
scanty resources. ‘‘Somehow every- 
thing came to me —* when I needed

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it,” she said. “My pilot, Captain 
Learmont, volunteered his services, 
and my trainer, Walter Brickett, did 
tne same. All I had on the swim 
across was a small launch, which kept 
a quarter of a mile ahead, and a row- 
boat with Brickett, the oarsman and 
Miss Leister.’’ 

Simply Miss Barrett told the dra- 
matic story of her long swim in the 
Channel, and finally of the dense fag 
and cold which crept up late in the 
afternoon and closed in around her. 
“T felt fine all of the time, but I got 
cold,’’ she said. “I had to give up at 
last because of the cold. I had the 
endurance and in my own mind I feel 
that I am a success.”’ 


Confident of Endurance. 


She admitted that Gertrude Ederle 
would beat her in a speed race, but 
peserted she coutd outlast any swim- 
mer in America in an endurance test. 


Asked whether she would make the 
attempt again next year, Miss Barrett 
said she was undecided. She said she 
had received some offers to make pub- 
lic appearances, but that she had made 
no contracts of any kind, and intended 
to return to teach swimming at the 
James Monroe High School, ‘for a lit- 
tle while at least.’’ 

‘I’m not going to give up my job,” 
she declared. ‘“‘Jobs are not easy to 
get. I guess I can find a way to take 
up singing. 

And here Miss Barrett revealed why 
she had undertaken the grueling test 
in the Channel. 

“T want to sing, and I shall, sooner 
or later. That’s why I made up my 
mind to swim the Channel. I wanted 
to make the thing certain. I knew if I 
did it I might make a great deal of 
money.’ Her ambition, she said open- 
ly, was to become a successful con- 
tralto singer in concerts. 

Miss Barrett had heard nothing be- 
fore yesterday about a proposed race 
around Manhattan for a $25,000 purse. 
“IT can’t talk of any future plans 
now,” she said. ‘“‘Nothing has been 
said to me about such a race. If they 
really want to make an offer I'll con- 
sider it, of course, but I can’t commit 
myself ahead of time.”’ 

When the questioning was over and 
she had greeted relatives, Miss Barrett 
was escorted down the long pier to a 
line of gayly decorated automobiles 
and buses waiting outside on Twelfth 
Avenue. Lending color to the occa- 
sion were eighteen legionaires who

been arranged by John McGlynn, pro- 


prietor of the hotel. All along the route 
crowds ran to the curb to catch a 
glimpse of Miss Barrett, who was 
standing in the car waving an Amer- 
ican flag. 

Those who spoke at the luncheon in- 
cluded T. Harold Forbes, publisher of 
The New Rochelle Standard-Star, and 
Dr. Henry BE. Hein, principal of the 
James Monroe School, who paid trib- 
ute to Miss Barrett’s courage. ‘She 
symbolized the dauntless courage of 
the human heart,’’ said Dr: Hein. 
‘“‘Whether the Channel is conquered 
or not does not matter much;. but 
whether we have courage or not mat- 
ters very much.” 

In the afternoon Miss Barrett and 
her party attended a matinee of Beau 
Geste”’ at the Criterion Theatre. Dur- 
ing the intermission she made a little 
speech to the audience, telling of her 
own swim and then saying, ‘‘All Amer- 
ica is proud of Gertrude Ederle and 
Mrs. Corson, who swam the Channel.” 
She received an ovation when she left 
the stage. 

Later Miss Barrett and her family 
held a reunion and dinner at the Forty- 
fourth Street Hotel, after which they 
attended a performanc of *‘The Little 
Spitfire’ at the Cort Theatre as the 
guests of Myron Fagan. Miss Barrett 
and her mother remained in New York 
overnight, but, plan to return to Pel- 
ham Manor today. 

Some resentment was expressed by 
New Rochelle residents because Mayor 
Benjamin B. Badeau failed to extend 
an official welcome to Miss Barrett on 
behalf of the City of New Rochelle.

Diplomatic 
soundings have taken place—necessa- 
rily hampered by the political condi- 
tions of the moment in Spain—and it is 
entirely possible that the League may

The seat of Brazil was vacant, while 
the seat of Argentina, who for the 
last four years has not taken her full 
role in League affairs, was occupied 
by an observer. This situation reflects 
the position with regard to the place 
made in response to Brazil’s demand. 
Full return of Argentina to League 
activities—she has not paid all her back 
dues—is being favorably prepared and 
if Brazil refuses the place it may go 
to Argentina. 

Great interest is being ‘shown in the 
letters which the Turkish Government, 
has written to leading League mem- 
bers inquiring as to the likelihood of 
Angora getting a seat on the Council 
as the representative of. Islam if she 
applies for membership to the League. 
While the procedure she suggests is 
somewhat irregular her inquiry is re- 
ceiving careful and not unfriendly con- 
sideration. 

Thus the Seventh Assembly of the 
L e gets under way with some joy, 
with some trouble, with some smiles 
and some tears.

“I am in possession of information 
from all parts of the country declaring 


that the rebellion has been suppressed 
and that no other branch of the army, 
active or reserve, has lent J——— to 
the mutineers.”’ 


Will Fix Penalties on Leaders. 


This council will fix the penalties to 
be inflicted by the Government on the 


leaders of the rebellion, which will be 
apart from the punishment awaiting 
them by court martial. 

While King and Government yester- 
day were anxiously awaiting news of 
the revolt and making every effort to 
cope with the situation, the Spanish 
people, as usual, on Sundays, went to 
church in the morning and to bull- 
fights in the afternoon.

PARIS, Sent. 6.—Premier Primo de 


Rivera appears to be again the master 


of the situation in Spain. To universal 
surprise in this country he has suc- 
ceeded in suppressing the revolt of the 
officers of the élite corps against the 
authority of his Government, and has 
done it by adroit manoeuvring of the 
King to his side, at a moment when 
every one believed and all evidence 
pointed to the fact that it was the in- 
tention of the King to change the form 
of the Government. 

There seems little doubt that the 
plebiscite which has been arranged on 
much the same lines as the famous 
plebiscite of Napoleon III will result 
in an overwhelming vote of confidence 
for the continuance of the present 
régime, and what was a very shaky 
situation, may be turned into one of 
greater stability than Spain has known 
for many generations. 

, The role of the King in this adven- 
ture has apparently throughout been 
one of dramatic moments. No reign- 
ing monarch ever made such a mo- 
mentous trip as that of Saturday night 
from San Sebastian to the capital. 
During most of it: King Alfonso drove 
his own automobile, racing across the 
country at a ‘speed of forty miles an 


hour. 

During that drive there 4s reason to 
believe he was quite uncertain how 
he would act when he met his Minis- 
ters or, indeed, what the situation 
exactly was. It was there that Primo 
de Rivera showed his skill. He was 
able to prove to the monarch that what 
had been indiscipline was fast becom- 
ing an open: revolt the Gov- 
ernment and King.

Struck by Locomotive—Mgr. 
Shiel Pinned In Wreckage. ~

CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—A suburban Chi- 
cago ‘& ‘Northwestern train 
crashed into another train at Clyburne 


Junction, Chicago, crowded with hun- 
dreds of vacationists from 
the Wisconsin lakes, crushed two 
wooden coaches in the rear of the va- 
cation train like eggshells, and brought 
death to seven and injury to fifty 
others. 

In the confusion and-horror that fol- 
lowed the crash it was.impossible to 
fix accurately the number of dead and 
wounded. © men and policemen and 
hundreds of volunteers at once plunged 
into the task of rescue. 

Nearly all of the victims were caught 
by beams and débris in the wreckage, 
and.the groans of the living sped the 
rescuers in a work that bid fair to 
last thrqughout the night. 

The vacation train had left Elroy, 
Wis., this morning with three baggage 
cars, six day coaches and one parlor 
car.. The rush of the Labor Day traf- 
fic was so great that at Lake Geneva, 
Wis., two more day coaches ere 
added at the rear end: At tal 
Lake, Iil., another coach was added. 
——* last three were constructed of 
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All the Coaches Filled. 


The coaches were filled to capacity, 


many of the passengers being com- 
pelied to stand and children were 
seated on their ‘parents’ laps. 

At Clybourne Junction the train was 
halted and many passengers were get- 
ting off when the crash came. 

* A suburban train from Barrington, 
Ill., also crowded, but with commuting 
theatregoers, was driven at high 
speed into the halted vacation train 
and the wooden coaches at the rear of 
the steel parior car on the forward 
train collapsed. 

The hundred or more passengers in 
the::twe coaches were hurled from 
their seats and crushed forward amid 
the wreckage. 

The engineer of the second train at 
once disappeared in the confusion and 
was not located at a late hour tonight. 
His fireman, Loctune Leidley, how- 
ever, stuck to his post, and told his 
version of the accident.

But Germany is sound in the. sense 
that her worst industrial and financial 
troubles are behind her. She is rap- 
idly recovering from the effects of in- 
flation. Her productive energies are 
speeding up. On her present territory 
she now mines 80 per cent. of the coal 
and coal-value lignite she produced on 
her 1913 territory: Pig iron production 
on the present German territory is 60 
per cent.*of the total 1913 output, but, 
Great Britain in 1925 showed only 62 
per cent. of her 1913 output. : 

The larger part of the German def- 
icit in . production as against 1913 
would thus be the result of the gen- 
eral economic decline in Europe and 
not of her special status under the 
peace treaties, To the extent that she 
suffers under the treaties she now 
turns for relief to the erstwhile. “ un- 
holy ” League. 


OIL CONSERVATION IMPERATIVE. 

“The motto on our coins,” says Pro- 
fessor JOHN Ise, in his book, “The 
United States Oil Policy,” ‘‘ should not 
“be made our national policy in pro- 
“viding a future oil supply.” This 
should be kept in mind in considering 
the Federal Oil Conservation Board's 
report. Conservation is the duty not 
only of the Federal but of each State 
Government. There have been dis- 
agreeing estimates of the quantity of 
oil still left in our soil. The Presi- 
dent’s board should speak with au- 
thority, after a year of investigation, 
when it says that total reserve wells 
are about 4,500,000,000 barrels—about 
enough for six years’ supply, if the 
United States does not import oil. In 
1925, the Committee of Eleven of the 
American Petroleum Institute, made 
up of expert oil men, placed the re- 
serves at 5,300,000,000 barrels, and 
believed that there would still be left 
in the sands after the wells had ceased 
to flow 26,000,000,000 barrels, which 
could. be recovered by better methods 
of extraction. 

It is disquieting that of a —J 
of 9,000,000,000 barrels in the United 
States up to June 30, 1926, 3,000,000,- 
000: must be credited to the last five 
years. ‘Our consumption is increasing 
so fast that early conservation be- 
comes imperative. The United States 
is consuming 70 per cent. of the 
world’s oil supply. “Future mainte- 
nance of even current supplies,” says 
the President’s board, “implies the 
constant discovery of. new fields.” | It 
adds the comforting statement that 
“hitherto there has been no failure to 
“discover such new fields as were re- 
“quired.” Still, our national experience 
is that other natural resources have 
been depleted. The board says: 

There must be natural concern 
over our future supply of oil becguse 
of the manifest dependence of so 
large a part of our industrial tfe, 
national defense and domestic com- 
fort upon continued adequate. sup- 
plies of lubricants for all machinery 
and fuel for automotive engines.

FORMAL RECOGNITION OF LABOR. 

“ Nevertheless,” said Mr. GREEN, 
President of the American Federation 
of Labor, on Sunday,/referring to 
“force” as a thing of the past, the 
labor movement will not rest until it 
has secured for workers’ a scale of 
wages commensurate with the Ameri- 
can standard of living. But, as Mr. 
STELZLE, the founder of Labor Sunday, 
suggested in his sermon, there is some- 
thing that the American workingman 
needs and deserves quite as much as 
a “ commensurate” wage. Mr. STELZLE 
stated, that the wage-earner is today 
undoubtedly enjoying more of the 
comforts of life than ever before. 
What he does not have is a formal rec- 
ognition of his contribution to society. 
He has a higher income than many a 
“ white-collar” worker whose lot he 
yet envies. There is something in- 
tangible which supplements the latter’s 
income. For most men recognition of 
their work, not by wages alone, but by 
the general -appraisement of the com- 
munity at large, is essential. Society 
sees the finished product and rightly 
praises the manufacturer, the man who 
has furnished the*funds and taken the 
risks, tho man whose name the busi- 
ness carries, the head of the: house. 
Tt is tdéo little conscious of the thou- | 
sands or tens of thousands who have 
had a part in the important work— 
who “maintain the fabric of the 
world” and who in ancient times found 
their prayer in “the handiwork. of 


perfecting each his own talent. How 
is that social awareness of the indi- 
vidual laborer to be informed and 
quickened? How is a workingman’s 
pride to be increased to what it should 
be in the right evaluation of his work?

——7— CHINAS CIVIL | 
WARS. 
Conflicting reports from China about 


the advance of the Cantonese forces, 


against the troops of Wu Pei-rvu, in 
the neighborhood of Hankow, bring 
out again the great difficulty of ob- 
taining accurate information about the 
status of the civil war in China, The 
outstanding fact is that the troops 
trained in Canton under the redoubt- 
able General CHana Kat CHEK -have 
succeeded in penetrating much more 
deeply into the heart of China than 
had been thought possible. Despite 
the gap in the railroads and the bad 
highways, they: have apparently cov- 
ered.the 600 miles to the valley of, the 
Yangtze in sufficient numbers to cause 
serious embarrassment to Wu Pzi-rv. 
He, until recently; had been engaged 
with CHANG Ts0o-Lix in capturing 
Peking m the Christian General 
Fenc. The Cantonese troops are well 
trained, and are officered by men who 
have had theoretical as well as prac- 
tical instruction. The Cantonese Gen- 
eral CHANG Kar Cuex organized the 
so-called “Whampoa Cadets” about 
two years ago, and employed a num- 
ber of former Russian army officers 
to give instruction in military tactics. 
At the time he and the Cantonese Gov- 
ernment were in close touch with the 
Soviet representatives. Since then 


-General OAANod has broken with them. 


But he did not abandon his ambition 
to bring the northern provinces of 
China under his sway by force of arms 
and diplomacy.

We have drifted 80, far away from 
these surrounding circumstances dur- 
ing the last twelve years that the de- 
scription of them reads like ancient 
history. , The Autumn markets would 
not have moved in the old-time way, 
even if there had been no European 
war with its revolutionary effect on 
international finance. Even with Amer- 
ica and Europe what they were be- 
fore 1914, individually and in relation 
to one another, the Federal Reserve 
would have provided the necessary 
credit for the local: Autumn require- 
ments, and the carting-about of cash 
reserves would have been abandoned. 
When, in addition to this complete re- 
modeling of the banking organism, the 
United States had iteelf become the 
world’s greatest reservoir of capital, 
gold and credit, with a surplus cash 
reserve in its central banking institu- 
tion exactly double the sum required 
by law to support its existing liabil- 
ities, return to anything like the old 
“September markets’’ was doubly im- 
possible. 

Nevertheless, it is a curiously .in- 
teresting fact that, even with this ap- 
parent immunity from the hazard: of 
tight money, speculative Wall Street 
nowadays watches the Autumn money 
market quite as apprehensively as it 
did in pre-war days, Last November an 
advance of % of 1‘per cent. in the 
discount rate of a Reserve bank out- 
side New: York upset the stock mar- 
ket almost as completely as did the 
New York bank’s advance of % or % 
of 1 per cent. in November, 1919.

To achieve that purpose, the 7 per 
cent. bank rate’ and 30 per cent. call 
money rate of six or seven years ago 
are not necessary; those were signs of 
an overstrained position at the Federal 
Reserve itself, eviderice of which had 
long been accumulating in the sight 
of everybody. But the moral influence 
of the Reserve banks in blockading in- 
directly an extravagant speculation is 
as great as was the tangible influences 
of the “money squeeze” in pre-war 
days, and the tendencies of the atock 
market in the past two years have in- 
dicated that it may at’ some future 
time have to be rigorously applied.
